The circulation outstanding shows I 
net increase for the year of $10,487,926, 
The gold held by banks, as compared 
with September 25, 1891, shows an in 
crease of $21,994,115; surplus and profits, 
increase, $0,003,090; individual deposits, 
increase, $177,104,902, and bank depos- 
it*, increase, $100,068,428.

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 26.— The Over- 
land west-bound train on the Northern 
Pacific railroad was held np Thnrsday 
evening near Hot Springs by three 
masked men, who robbed all of the 
male paasengers la the Pullman sleeper 
Wadena, six in alL 

The robbers boarded the car, it Is be- 
lieved, at Hot Springs, as the train had 
not gone five miles from that plaee 
wh*n the men entered the rear part of 
the sleeper. 

The first man met was E. H. Miller, 
of Portland, Ore., who was In the 
smoking compartment He was re- 
lieved of $10 and a gold watch, and then 
told to marohhta ahead of the robbers, 
which he did. |nt of the highwaymen 
went to the exWmt end of the car, 
while the other stood guard at the door 
they entered. 

All were dressed in dark clothes, 
overcoats, slouch hats and wore hand- 
kerchiefs over their faceajwith hole* 
cut out for eyes. They placed revol- 
vers to the heads of the passengers, and 
commanded them to hold up their 
hands. 

Aa the robbing was going on S. J. 

Freedman, of Portland, Ore., came in 
from an adjoining car, and as he en- 
tered, not knowing what was going on, 
he was commanded to hold np his 
handa, but not complying quiok 
enough, the robber nearest him fired a 
Bhot through the side of the car, and 
then Freeman understood what was 
wanted, and he handed over his valua- 
ble*. 

The robbers did not molest the ladies, 
of whom there were four, with two 
children, telling them to keep quiet and 
no harm would com* .to them. This 
they dkt 

After robbing everybody in the car, 
and without going to any of the other 
cars, the robbers pulled the bell-cord, 
giving the proper signal, and when the 
ear stopped they pulled the beU to start 
again, and then jumped off, fled to the 
woods, firing a parting fusillade as they 
disappeared. The total amount taken 
was 11,900, besides the gold watches 
and jewelry and other valuables. 

The following is a list of the men 
robbed: 

Pullman conductor and porter, E. E. 
Ucg, Portland. $W and a gold watch 
worth $200; 8. J. Freed man, Portland, 
$100 and a gold watch; Sam Ohner, $105 
(he saved his watch by throwing it 
under the seat); H. Oulmare, between 
$000 and $1,000. He had just sold a 
mining claim In Slocan district, In 
British Columbia, and waa going to 
Seattle. 

It is thought this is the man the rob- 
bers were really after, thinking he had 
more money than was found upon him. 
B. H. Miller Was robbed of $10 and 
jewelry and Pullman Conductor a W. 
Wiley, of St Paul, of $50. 

From the fact that the robber* gave 
perfect signals, it is believed that they 
are railroad men. They were all armed 
with big Colt's revolvers.
